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Motorcyclist is handed 
a 15-month roads ban

A MOTORCYCLIST who weaved 
in and out of traffic on the Mil at 
speeds of up to 148mph with a 
passenger riding pillion has 
been banned from the roads for 
15 months. 

Father-of-two Paul Roberts, 
43, of Malkin Drive, Harlow, was 
filmed by an Essex Police motor¬ 
cyclist as he rode south on the 
motorway. 

His top speed is believed to be 
the highest ever recorded in the 
UK by a rider carrying a pillion 
I passenger. 

Roberts, who runs a taxi 
^ firm in London, was riding 
to work on his Kawasaki 
ZZR1400 with a friend 
as passenger on Fri¬ 
day, September 
12 . 

He joined 
the Mil at 


Hastingwood and was 
seen and followed by PC 
Paul Hills, who was 
involved in a motor¬ 
cycle safety opera¬ 
tion on the 
motorway. 

A video camera 
on PC Hill’s bike 
recorded events 
as Roberts wea¬ 
ved across all 
three lanes. At one ^ 
point he was filmed^ 
riding through a nar- \ 
row gap between 
lorry and a car. 

Roberts was eventually^ 
stopped near Chigwell. 

He later pleaded guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving and appeared for 
sentence at Chelmsford Crown , 
Court on Monday. 

Roberts was ordered to carry j 
out 120 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work, banned from the ] 
roads for 15 months and must!

Hospital to develop Essex Excellence Centre

THE development of an excellence 
centre to improve training for NHS 
staff across Essex is being led by Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust in 
Harlow. 

The employer-led National Skills 
Academy for Health will support the 
trust and partner organisations in 
providing face-to-face and e-learning 
training across a wide range of job 
fields. 

One of the key goals for the Essex 
Excellence Centre will be to tackle the 
skills gap in the health service. 

The NS A, which will not provide 
education itself, will direct trusts and 
other employers to education providers 
in their own areas and offer some 
opportunities for e-learning. 

The development of the centre is part 
of the first phase of a pilot programme 
co-funded by the Department for Busi¬ 
ness Innovation and Skills (BIS) cost¬ 
ing £1.9m over three years. 

Head of Training at PAH, Martin 
Smith, said the trust was “very proud 
and honoured” to lead the successful 


application. 

He added: “Improving the delivery of 
high quality, values based, integrated 
patient care has been at the heart of our 
application, along with the need for 
suitably trained and competent health¬ 
care support staff to carry out their 
roles whilst working within our learn¬ 
ing organisations.” 

Remarkable 

PAH Chief Executive, Phil Morley 
said: “This is a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment on the part of Martin and his 
team. 

“We are very proud of our staff and 
this announcement is testament to the 
high value we place at The Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust on the 
qualifications and skills of those treat¬ 
ing our patients.” 

PAH is one of five trusts chosen to 
lead the first excellence centres. 

They join University Hospital 
Southampton NHS Foundation Trust 
(UHS) who was announced last month 
by Enterprise Minister Matthew Han¬ 
cock as the first excellence centre. 

There are more than half a million 
people working in vital support roles 


across the nation’s healthcare work¬ 
force. 

The availability of high quality train¬ 
ing for healthcare support workers has 
historically been inconsistent, with 
many managers facing difficulties 
accessing the essential training needed 
to ensure staff maintain a high level of 
competence and qualification.

Sir Hugh Taylor, Chairman of Guy’s 
and St Thomas’ NHS Foundation Trust 
and chairman of the National Skills 
Academy for Health’s board, said: “Our 
partnership with employers and edu¬ 
cation and training providers to devel¬ 
op the first excellence centres will 
make a real difference to the access¬ 
ibility, consistency and effectiveness of 
training for our vital support work¬ 
force.”

pay £400 legal costs and a £60 
victim surcharge. 

Recorder Colin Chandler said: 
“When I saw this case I thought a 
custodial sentence was required. 
Weaving in and out is hairy and 
doing it at speeds in excess of 
lOOmph and up to 148mph is out¬ 
rageous, but having looked at it 
closely I’ve decided a custodial 
sentence is not appropriate.” 

Roberts had been carrying a 
large sum of money in a bag 
which he had taken home from 
his and his brother’s firms for 
safekeeping because they had 
suffered burglaries. Roberts said 
he thought the pursuing plain¬ 
clothes officer was after the 
cash. 

Sgt Nick Edwards from the 
Essex Police Motorcycle Unit 
said: “The levels of harm to which 
Paul Roberts subjected himself, 
his pillion passenger, the public 
and my officer are just beyond 
comprehension. These speeds are 
for racetracks, not public roads. 

“This riding behaviour will not 
be tolerated on Essex roads.” 

Trustworthy 

Ken Aylett, mitigating, said 
Roberts was “hard-working, well 
respected, honest and trust¬ 
worthy”. He had been driving 
motorcycles since he was 16 and 
had a very high skill level. 

“People have described this as 
totally alien to his character,” 
said Mr Aylett. “He’s deeply 
affected and shamed.” 

Recorder Chandler said: “This 
is an exceptional sort of case, it 
was an extraordinarily high 
speed. A great deal of care has to 
be taken because a motor vehicle 
is a lethal weapon.” 

Sgt Edwards said that PC Hills 
and other Essex Police motor¬ 
cyclists were carrying out a spe¬ 
cific operation targeting 
motorcycle commuters using the 
Mil. 

This was in a direct response to 
complaints from members of the 
public about inappropriate filter¬ 
ing between lanes by motorcyc¬ 
lists and a high number of serious 
road collisions involving motor¬ 
cycles across the county.

BURGLARS who assaulted an 
elderly woman after they broke 
into her house in Harlow are 
being hunted by police. 

The victim, who is in her 80s, 
suffered bruising to her legs 
after she challenged the two 
men who had forced their way 
into the house in Waterhouse 
Moor. 

Police said a number of items 
were stolen but these have yet 
to be identified. 

The burglars are described 
as of slim build and aged in 
their 20s. One was wearing a 
red hooded top.

Plaster won’t 
fix the NHS 

SIR A&Es across England have 


experienced one of the worst 
winters on record, with the NHS 
missing its four-hour waiting 
time target every week since the 
beginning of November due to 
overwhelming pressure. 

In Harlow, for 18 weeks from 
early November 2014 until March 
2015, the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital Trust continually failed 
to meet the target of treating 95 
per cent of patients in four 
hours. For nine weeks during 
that time it treated less than 85 
per cent in four hours and for 
three weeks it failed to see 75 per 
cent of patients in that time. 

Despite frontline staff working 
flat out the system can’t cope 
with the sheer number of 
patients coming through the 
door. It is starting to crack under 
the relentless pressure it is 
facing and is not receiving the 
support it clearly needs. 

New figures from the British 
Medical Association show that, 
across the country, doctors on 
the ground have seen first-hand 
the effect on patients with 29 per 
cent experiencing a ‘black alert’ 

- issued when a hospital reaches 
capacity and is having to turn 
away patients - and 48 per cent 


experiencing breaches in A&E 
targets. 

Despite the crisis the political 
response has been a series of 
headline-grabbing initiatives 
and sticking plaster policies to 
bail out A&E departments rather 
than developing a long-term, 
sustainable solution. 

Our new campaign, No More 
Games, calls on all politicians to 
stop playing games with our 
NHS and to commit to having an 
open and honest public debate to 
find real solutions to the 
problems.

Centre manager Amanda Cotta 
said: “We are doing everything we 


can to maintain the best possible 
practice. We know it has been 
disappointing for the children but 
we do needed to deal with this 
without any children in the build¬ 
ing. 

“The rat issue is outside and it 
is causing several sites in the area 
a problem. However, we would not 
open if I was not satisfied the 
problem was eliminated inside 
the centre. The cleaners have 
worked very hard to put things 
right.” 

Ms Cotta said that before the 
incident pest control officers had 
made three visits to inspect the 
premises. Several precautionary 
measures were taken to eliminate 
the threat, including laying down 
poison in areas inaccessible to 


adults and children. 

However, when the rat was dis¬ 
covered on Saturday the owners 
felt they had no choice but to 
temporarily close the building 

“We have thrown away the sofas 
where the rat was found and have 
done everything that could be 
expected,” said Mrs Cotta. “We 
took this very seriously.” 

After the incident was reported 
on the centre’s Facebook page the 
response from the public was, in 
the main, positive with parents 
complementing the standards of 
cleanliness. 

Earlier this year Wild ‘n’ Wacky 
was named runner-up in the best 
party venue or entertainer cat¬ 
egory of the annual Primary 
Times Essex Star Awards.

AN ever-expanding language 
school in Harlow is celebrating 
its second anniversary by 
thanking those who supported 
its rags-to-riches success. 

In just two years the Prestige 
Language School in West Road 
has grown from an initial 
intake of just four students to 
become the town’s leading 
English learning centre with 55 
students. 

It has three full-time teachers 
who hold multiple daily classes. 

Two years ago Prestige was 
just the vision of teacher and 
business manager Marta Sturt, 
who approached enterprise 
commission NWES for support 
in setting up the school in 
March 2013. 

“I decided that summer 2013 
was the best time to give the 
language school a go as my 
maternity leave was coming to 
an end,” she said. 

“I spent a lot of time trying to 
create interest but it was very 
difficult to gain people’s trust 
and, as a result, on the first day 
of the new courses I had only 
four students signed up.

My students enjoyed 
the lessons and it spread from 
there. 

“I now work alongside two 
other teachers. We have classes 
every day with some days more 
than one class. 

“The school is growing in 
strength with each month and I 
can see a very bright future for 
it.” 

Mrs Sturt was born in Poland 
but moved to Manchester 11 
years ago as part of a student 
exchange. She moved to Harlow 
after getting married. 

Learning and 
fundraising 
side by side 

A PRIMARY school found a novel 
way to combine a learning exer¬ 
cise with raising money for char¬ 
ity over a six-week period. 

Kisses4Kids gave pupils at 
Churchgate Primary School, Har¬ 
low, a pound to invest in a money¬ 
making scheme and any funds 
raised were donated back to the 
charity.

PATIENTS in Harlow are set to 
benefit from a Government cash 
injection which will be used to 
give them better access to their 
GP. 

The money will be spent on 
providing more appointments, 
longer evening and weekend 
opening hours and better com¬ 
munication between patients and 
doctors.

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Jailed; The pervert 
priest who abused 
boy in care home 

Disgraced churchman targeted ‘vulnerable’ teenager

A FORMER Harlow priest who repeat¬ 
edly abused a vulnerable boy at a care 
home run by his paedophile friend has 
been jailed for three years. 

Father Tony McSweeney watched as 
John Stingemore, manager at the coun¬ 
cil-run children’s home in west London, 
fondled a teenager in the shower. 

The two men also forced the boy to 
expose himself to them and touched him 
under the pretence of making sure he 
was “clean” four or five times. 

McSweeney, who served in Holy Cross 
& St Luke’s parish in Harlow for four 
years during the 1990s and officiated at 
the wedding of former world heavy¬ 
weight boxing champion Frank Bruno, 
also collected vile child pornography 
over a period of many years, a jury at 
Southwark Crown Court was told. 

The disgraced 68-year-old denied four 
counts of indecent assault, one count of 
taking an indecent photograph of a child 
between 1979 and 1981 and three of mak¬ 
ing indecent images of children between 
2012 and 2013. 

He was found guilty last month of one

charge of indecent assault and three of 
making indecent photographs. 

During his trial the court was told the 
claims against him only emerged in 2013 
when he was working in Norwich. 

Stingemore, 72, was also charged but 
died weeks before the start of the trial. 

Prosecutor Sarah Plaschkes told the 
jury: “This was joint enterprise by both 
men to use the victim for their own 
sexual gratification.” 

She said the men groomed the vul¬ 
nerable teenager by using the washing 
routine to confuse him and to hide their 
true motivation. 

“Not all children at the home were 
abused,” she added: “He [the victim] was 
targeted because he was a vulnerable boy 
isolated from his family.” 

Passing sentence on Friday, judge 


Alistair McCreath said McSweeney had a 
“voyeuristic interest” in children, either 
in seeing them unclothed or in seeing 
them sexually abused by others. 

“I have no doubt that the children who 
have been observed by him in the way the 
evidence shows they have been did suffer 
sexual harm,” he said. 

The judge added: “He was prosecuted 
and convicted on a joint enterprise basis 
and on clear evidence that the touching 
of the child was done with approval and 
encouragement and for his sexual grat¬ 
ification.” 

Jailing him for three years, the judge 
referred to McSweeney’s work as a chap¬ 
lain in schools, a prison and hospitals. 

“It would be unfair and unbalanced not 
to recognise that he has over his years in 
the priesthood been a good, conscien¬ 
tious priest in almost all aspects of his 
calling,” he said. “I have no doubt he 
behaved towards parishioners and oth¬ 
ers in a way that was Christian, loving 
and kindly.” 

McSweeney, of Pease Pottage in West 
Sussex, was also made the subject of a 
Sexual Harm Prevention Order restrict¬ 
ing his access to 12-17 year-old boys and 
monitoring his use of the internet.

THE race to become Harlow’s next MP 
got under way in earnest on Monday with 
candidates wasting no time in rallying 
the support of the town’s voters. 

As the Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday) no fewer than seven can¬ 
didates were on the campaign trail. 

Joining the main five parties - Con¬ 
servative, Labour, Liberal Democrats, 
Ukip and the Greens - are candidates 
from The English Democrats and the 
Trade Unionist and Socialist Coalition 
(TUSC). 

However, with the deadline for nom¬ 
inations not up until 4pm next Thursday 
(April 9), there is still time for others to 
join the fray. 

Robert Halfon, who is defending the 
seat he won from Labour in 2010 with a 
majority of 4,925 votes, began his election 
campaign in trademark style near the 


Shell petrol filing station on the A414. 

Joined by his core team of supporters 
Mr Halfon targeted motorists by holding 
up election banners bearing slogans 
about the NHS, housing, jobs and fuel 
duty 

“Every election I sit by the road with a 
sign and we will be here every day until 
the day of the polls,” he said. “I’m proud 
to be here and a lot of drivers have been 
beeping their car horns to show their 
support. 

Hopeful 

“Obviously there is a long way to go but 
with six weeks before the election I’m 
very hopeful and I have had lots of mes¬ 
sages of support from residents.” 

Labour candidate Suzy Stride, who is 
hoping to retake the seat held by the 
party from 1997-2010, was joined by shad¬ 
ow health minister Andrew Gwynne in 
the town centre to release 38 red balloons, 
marking the 38 days remaining until

polling day. 

She said: “This campaign isn’t about 
billboards or sitting on roundabouts, it’s 
about the old fashioned getting out and 
talking to people one-on-one on the door¬ 
step and listening to their concerns. 

“I'm excited by the chance we have to 
change Harlow and the country for the 
better. We’ve got a lot of work to do but 
we’ve got off to a flying start and we’ve got 
to keep that momentum going over the 
coming weeks.” 

The Liberal Democrats left it until 
three days before the start of the cam¬ 
paign to announce that their candidate 


would be Dr Geoff Seef, a 67-year-old 
accountant and consultant who special¬ 
ises in urban regeneration. 

Dr Seef, who lives in Woodford, said the 
economy, employment and the NHS were 
the three most important issues for 
voters. 

“The Liberal Democrats have been 
working hard in this area for a number of 
years and we have a lot of local support,” 
he said. 

Message 

“I think we are expected to do much 
better than the recent polls would indic¬ 
ate for a variety of reasons and that is the 
message we will be giving across in our 
literature.” 

Ukip candidate Sam Stopplecamp also 
started his campaign by the side of the 
A414, holding aloft a poster a few hun¬ 
dred yards away from Mr Halfon’s 
group. 

“We are going to be leafleting and 


canvassing around the town, at the 
hatches and the town centre,” he said. 

“We are very positive and have a lot of 
people telling us that they are going to 
vote for us. Even if we came second our 
campaign would be a success as we came 
from nothing and Ukip have less means 
and resources than other parties. 

“But we believe we can win and we’re 
in it to win it.” 

After standing for the Green Party in 
the recent Mark Hall council by-election, 
parliamentary candidate Murray Sack- 
wild said he intended to spread his anti¬ 
austerity message far and wide. 

“Harlow needs an MP who will always 
vote for Harlow rather than follow their 
party whip,” he said. “I’m happy to attend 
meetings and gatherings to explain the 
Green promise.” 

The English Democrat candidate is 
Eddy Butler while Dave Brown is fighting 
the seat for the Trade Unionist and 
Socialist Coalition.

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Online claims 
form for train 
firm’s season 
ticket holders 

SEASON ticket holders using train 
services through Harlow can now 
claim compensation online if they 
experience lengthy delays or 
cancellations.

Villagers’ fear over threat 
from Harlow ‘expansion’ 

Letter asks residents if they want land to be included in local plan

LETTERS have been sent to residents of 
Hastingwood as parish councillors fear 
the area could become “joined up with 
Harlow” if new developments go ahead. 

North Weald Bassett Parish Council 
has been instructed by the district coun¬ 
cil not to include Latton Priory and the 
Harlow gateway site off the A414 in its 
Neighbourhood Plan as they remain 
“strategic sites for possible develop¬ 
ment”. 

The parish council’s Neighbourhood 
Plan allows “communities to decide the 
future of the places where they live and 


work.” It offers them the chance to choose 
where they want new homes, shops and 
offices to be built. 

But Epping Forest District Council said 
it would be premature to include the sites 
in the plan as they are under a duty to co¬ 
operate with the neighbouring authority 
which is Harlow Council. 

As a result, the parish council has 
written to around 60 households that 
would be affected by their properties 
being excluded from the Neighbourhood 
Plan. 

North Weald Parish Council chairman 
Cyril Hawkins explained: “In practice, 
what this means is that as Harlow Council 
has expressed an interest in expanding, 


Epping Forest District Council wants to 
ensure the sites at Latton Priory and 
Harlow Gateway remain an option for 
potential development. 

“We feel it is important residents are 
made aware of the situation and are given 
the opportunity to have their say as to 
whether they want to be part of the Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan as North Weald Bassett 
Parish Council wish or excluded from it 
by Epping Forest District Council.” 

The letters ask Hastingwood residents 
whether they believe the Neighbourhood 
Plan should cover the whole parish of 
North Weald Bassett and whether it is 
wrong that the district council has 
excluded the two areas. 


Hastingwood ward councillor and par¬ 
ish council vice chairman Brian Eldridge 
said: “As a Hastingwood resident I don’t 
think we should have any more building 
around here. 

“With all that is going on with the 
Latton Priory idea, which has been going 
forward for about a year now, and in the 
Thornwood area too the worry is that it 
will all be joined up with Harlow in the 
end. 

“That’s why some residents want to put 
a hold on a development in a lot of 
areas.” 

The matter is due to be discussed by 
Epping Forest District Council’s cabinet 
at its next meeting on Monday, April 13

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Video aims 
to take fear 
out of using 
life-saving 
equipment 



A HEART attack patient who survived a potentially 
fatal cardiac arrest is the subject of a new campaign 
by the ambulance service which aims to take the 
fear out of using a life-saving defibrillator. 

Steve Fursse’s story features in a new video 
produced by the East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust which shows how his life was saved after he 
collapsed at work last year. 

Mr Fursse, 65, from Colchester - pictured above - 
was revived after the quick-thinking colleagues and 
the early use of a defibrillator which restarted his 
heart and got it beating. 

The campaign focuses on the use of public access 
community defibrillators which are housed in spe¬ 
cial cabinets. In the event of an emergency they can 
be accessed by any member of the public who will be 
given a code after calling 999. 

The EEAST has given away 1,000 defibrillators to 
organisations including churches, schools, libraries 
and sports centres across Essex and the five 
counties it serves. While many are managed by on¬ 
site first aiders, many will also be available for use 
by the public. 

Emergency 

Ambulance officer Dan Turner said: “There are 
more than 300 community public access defibril¬ 
lators across the region but not everyone knows 
what they are, where they are located or what to do 
with one in an emergency. 

“Just as many people were uncomfortable in 
doing CPR (cardiopulmonary resuscitation) a few 
years ago, we now see many people who are not fully 
comfortable in using defibrillators. There is a fear 
that they can cause harm if used incorrectly, which 
is not the case at all.” 

The video is part of EEAST’s Their Life, Your 
Hands campaign which also includes posters with 
information about the locations of community pub¬ 
lic access defibrillators. 

“Defibrillators in general will increasingly play a 
vital role in saving large numbers of lives,” said Mr 
Turner. “We would urge everyone to watch the video 
and log on to our website to find out where their 
nearest CPAD can be found. The message is really 
simple - you can save a life.” 


Dog charity given £10k

The charity accepts dogs no other charity will 
take, including those that are lame and blind, and 
finds them new foster homes.

IT must surely be one of the 
cutest animals living on the 
planet... but the days of the 
tiny Hi Pika may be numbered.

It is one of the world’s most 
endangered animals. Experts 
believes there are fewer than 
than 1,000 left in their natural 
habitat.

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Stadium night raises £3k for charity 



A SUPPORT and care charity for 
families affected by Down’s Syn¬ 
drome raised £3,000 at an event 
held to mark World Down Syn¬ 
drome Day. 

Upwards with Downs, based at 
Greygoose Park in Harlow, held a 
successful night at Harlow Sta¬ 
dium. 

The aim was not only to raise 
funds but also awareness of the 
condition. 

Since starting out as a support 
group in 2011 and gaining charity 
status in September last year, 
UWD has grown into an organ¬ 


isation which currently supports 
40 families. 

Money raised will help to fund a 
year of support for 14 children to 
reach their potential. 

Around 800 babies are born in 
the UK every year with the con¬ 
dition which causes intellectual 
and physical impairment. 

Tara Bowers, trustee secretary 
for UWD, said: “We wanted to 
raise awareness of the condition 
and raise money at the same time 
so we were delighted when our 
vice-chairwoman Cristina Grif¬ 
fiths came up with the idea of 


holding a charity night at the 
greyhound stadium on World 
Down Syndrome Day. 

“The night was a huge success 
with more than 400 people attend¬ 
ing. The stadium said it was the 
busiest night that they had for a 
long time. 

“In total we’ve raised almost 
£2,000 but once other monies 
come in we are hoping that it will 
be nearer to £3,000.” 

UWD is making a separate 
donation to The Downs Syndrome 
Association from the money 
raised. 


Trial project for 
crime victims to 
confront culprits 

Town to take part in restorative justice scheme

A SCHEME which will allow vic¬ 
tims of crime the chance to con¬ 
front the perpetrators has been 
launched as a pilot project in west 
Essex. 

The restorative justice initiat¬ 
ive will be trialled for six months 
in various towns including Har¬ 
low and Epping. If it proves suc¬ 
cessful it will be rolled out across 
the rest of the county in October. 

The aim is to give people who 
have been affected by certain 
crimes or anti-social behaviour 
the opportunity to tell the offend¬ 
er the impact it has had on them 
as well as ask questions and seek 
an apology. 

Essex police and crime com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston has cre¬ 
ated a restorative justice hub of 
agencies across the county who 
work to support the victims of 


crime and reduce offending. 

A full-time development man¬ 
ager has been appointed to over¬ 
see the pilot project and a team of 
volunteers have been recruited to 
arrange interactions between vic¬ 
tims and offenders at face-to-face 
meetings or, indirectly, by letter or 
recorded message. 

Experience 

Speaking at this week’s launch 
of the scheme, Paula Donohoe 
spoke about her experience of res¬ 
torative justice after a teenage 
boy exposed himself to her while 
she was walking her dog. 

After the incident left her angry 
and wanting to know why the 
youth had committed the crime, 
she was able able to make a video 
in which she was able to ask him 
questions about his behaviour 
and express how traumatised his 
actions had left her. 

Mr Alston said: “Paula’s story 


was very powerful and a com¬ 
pelling example of how the res¬ 
torative justice process works. By 
confronting her perpetrator she 
was able to regain control of the 
situation and move on with her 
life. 

“With the launch of our res¬ 
torative justice hub I hope we can 
bring many more opportunities 
for other victims of crime to 
regain control of their situation 
and get closure, enabling them to 
move on. 

“Furthermore I am also hope¬ 
ful that by getting criminals to 
confront their actions, the work of 
the hub will play a key role in 
reducing reoffending.” 

To take part in the project, vic¬ 
tims can be referred by agencies 
such as Victim Support or Essex 
Police or complete an online self¬ 
referral form which is available at 
www.essex.pcc.police.ukrestorat- 
ive-justice/. 


Still no solution to bridge note mystery 


THE mystery of how a piece of paper bearing the 
names of three women - one of them from Harlow - 
came to be hidden in a bridge in Kenya remains 
unsolved. 

Engineer David Horsey found the note while 
working on the Mombasa Nyali Bridge in 1982. 
Written on it were the names and addresses of three 
people including a ‘Ruth Lang of Tithelands, Harlow, 
Essex’. 

Mr Horsey kept the note but forgot all about it 
until his wife found it years later when they moved 
house. 

Determined to solve the mystery and track down

Small amount of fuel leaked into brook

ENVIRONMENTAL experts eased pollution 
fears after a quantity of red diesel oil leaked 
into Parndon Brook near Harlow this week. 

After receiving calls from concerned res¬ 
idents concerned about the impact the 
spillage might have, officers from the Envir¬ 
onment Agency were scene to investigate the 
spill at the premises of Nationwide Metal 
Recycling in Epping Road, Tylers Cross. 

The diesel fuel, which is used in the agri¬ 
cultural and horticultural industries, had 
leaked from a damaged tap. 

It is not yet known what caused the tap to 
leak although it is possible it could be related 
to Monday night’s strong winds. 

NMR director Jimmy Edwards said: “A tiny 
bit of the oil got into the water but everything 
else has been contained. 

“There is no environmental impact what¬ 
soever as the interceptor has done its job and 
managed to contain nearly all of the red 
diesel. We’re bringing in a lorry to pump away 
the oil from the interceptor.” 

He added: “We’ve lost a lot of diesel and 
we’re also having to pay to have it cleared up 
so it’s all quite expensive.” 

One other possibility is that the leak could

have been caused by an act of vandalism or an 
attempted theft. “I need to look through the 
CCTV files to find out more,” said Mr 
Edwards. 

Ross Bigley, a spokesman for the Envir¬ 
onment Agency, praised the company for its 
handling of the situation and said it was 
unlikey the diesel that spilled into the brook 
had travelled far. 

He said: “These guys have done well and 
have put all of the right measures in place. 
They have responded excellently. 

“I will look for residue further down the 
stream but problems seem unlikely.”

Russell Crowe is not that man. 

With a full day of interviews to discuss his directorial debut 
The Water Diviner, in which he also stars, he is relaxed and 
prepared for battle in his slouchy black hoodie and jeans - a 
pack of cigarettes closely at hand for a crafty drag. 

“I know so many actors who would freak out about going on 
a television show with all these grey hairs poking out,” says 
the 50-year-old, shrugging. 

“I haven’t had my eyes done or whatever. I am who I am. I’m 
totally comfortable in my own skin.” 

Comfortable - and defiant. Earlier this year, Crowe sparked 
controversy when he spoke out about how growing older has 
changed the roles he considers, and suggested his female 
counterparts who find it hard to land roles shouldn’t look to 
play the “ingenue” forever. 

He went on to name check Helen Mirren and Meryl Streep 
(even finding an ally in The Iron Lady star) as shining 
examples of actors who have continued their success well into 
their 60s. 

“The benefit of being an actor, one of the benefits, is there 
are always roles to play, whatever age you are,” explains 
Crowe, who was born in New Zealand but grew up in 
Australia. 

“But it never gets less competitive. I think that’s where some 
people have a fundamental problem. If they’ve achieved a level 
of success, then [they think] that level of success should 
remain for the rest of their lives, but that’s not reality.” 

He had a firm but fair approach to directing on set, insisting 
on giving his cast and crew proper time off to see their 
families, and allowing the odd pint or play on one of the Space 
Invaders or pinball machines he hired for them, in return for 
giving “their absolute best work” while they were on set. 

“Success needs to be constantly nurtured, otherwise it’s a 
memory of success, if success is important to you,” he adds. 

“I’m a very ambitious b*stard and I want to be working at 
the highest levels of the business, and if you’re going to do 
that, that takes effort.” 

A firm believer in graft, he clearly enjoys throwing his all 
into a project. 

“Nobody hands you a damned thing in this world,” he 
continues. “It’s only the fact that you apply energy and effort 
that will give you that [success]. 

“For me, to say what I said [about ageing], I was just turning 
it back into myself, and saying it would be embarrassing 
pretending that I’m still some young buck.” 

Granted then, Crowe, who has two sons with his estranged 
wife Danielle Spencer, isn’t one to rest on his laurels. 

After a hugely successful career, finding global acclaim in 
his 30s for his Academy Award-winning role in Gladiator and 
Bafta win for A Beautiful Mind, he has stepped up to direct 
The Water Diviner. 

Also starring Bond actress Olga Kurylenko, the film is based 
on a true story of a grieving Australian father, who goes to 
Gallipoli to find out what’s happened to his three sons, who’ve 
been reported missing in action in the First World War. 

“When I’m looking for scripts as an actor, I’m looking for 
one that I have a visceral connection to; goosebumps, 
churning stomach, sweating brow, making notes immediately 
on behalf of the character, correcting dialogue,” he says with a 
gradual smile. 

“And that was happening when I was reading the script [for 
The Water Diviner]. But the other thing that was happening, 
which I’m totally unused to and has never happened [before], 
was where I had a fundamental belief that I was the only 
person in the entire universe that could tell this story the way 
it [was meant to be told]. 

“I wanted to be responsible for the story, and I wanted to 
make sure the story came across to people in the way I was 
reading it.” 

While others might wrangle with the notion of being both 
director and leading man, Crowe relished the chance to get 
stuck in. 

“Mel Gibson, when he was going to direct his first film, 
called Jodie Foster and said, ‘Right, you’ve directed yourself in 
a movie before. Any advice?’ And she said, ‘One word’,” he 
continues, chuckling. “And he said, ‘What is it?’ And she said, 
‘don’t do it!”’

But that didn’t put Crowe off, who says the transition was a 
“natural, easy” one. 

Working on films, he says, “you learn the things you 
definitely want to do, other times you learn sh*t that you don’t 
want to do”. 

“I learned very clearly that film is a relentless pursuit, and 
you have to match the task with an equally relentless energy.” 

And just like his well-documented passion for Leeds United 
and Rugby League, Crowe approaches his fame with an equal

level of energy. It’s just that rather than gloat about his lot, 
he’s fully committed to popping the celebrity bubble. 

“Twitter has got nothing to do with egotism; it’s actually got 
to do with simply communicating,” says the actor, who admits 
the social network is very useful in putting out his truth, if he 
feels he’s been misquoted. 

“If you’re afraid of your audience and of people, or you don’t 
like talking to people, that’s another thing, but I don’t have 
any of those fears. 

“I think it’s healthy to deglamorise what I do. I’ve always 
been that person that says, ‘You put me on a pedestal, and I’ll 
find a way to torch that pedestal immediately’.”

Pretty displays for the EASTER table 


Hello my little Easter 
bunnies! Easter is 
around the corner - so 
I thought I'd get a little 
festive and throw 
together a couple of 
super quick and easy 
flower displays. 

Like most people, I 
don't have the time to 
make anything 
extravagant, so the 
following displays 
won't take you longer 
than 10 minutes to 
make, but they look 
beautifully festive and 
oh so pretty - in fact, 
such a pretty display 
would also be ideal for 
a spring wedding! 

Let's get started, by 
cracking open the 
choccy eggs... 




HYACINTH FLOWER & MOSS TABLE DISPLAY 

Gather... some stones & compost; 
container of some sort; hyacinths - bulbs 
or just coming into flower; moss - you'll 
find it growing anywhere damp ie near 
streams; optional eggs to decorate (choccy 
mini eggs would be perfect) 

How to make: 

The images above are pretty self 
explanatory, you simple pop some stones 
into your container for drainage. Add a 
layer of compost, then add your 
flowers/bulbs and add more compost 
(leaving the top of the bulbs exposed. Then 
just cover the top with moss. You can 
break off pieces at a time and mould it into 
the shape you need. 

TIP #1 Once hyacinths flower they droop 
quickly. Use pretty chopsticks to wedge 
them up should this happen. Also, if 
you're planning to make this really close 
to Easter (a few days) then choose 
hyacinths that are not fully in bloom (ie 
have closed petals.) Note, this project 
would also work for bulbs, just make sure 
you don't cover them completely with the 
moss!

T he Citroen Grand C4 Picasso has always 
been a very strong contender in the large 
MPV market. This latest incarnation builds 
on its predecessor’s strengths. 

Visually the Grand C4 Picasso stands out 
amongst the large MPV crowd. Key design features 
include: a chevron grille and ultra-slim LED 
running lights. Roof rails and different tail lamps 
also differentiate this seven seater. 

Based on a new lighter weight platform and 
boasting improved aerodynamics means the Grand 
C4 Picasso is now more fuel efficient, with C02 
reduced by 30g/km on average, compared to its 
predecessor. Also new is the 6-speed clutchless 
manual gearbox - ETG6 (6-speed Efficient Tronic 
Gearbox) - available with e-HDi 90 and e-HDi 115 
versions. With the ETG6 ’box, drivers can switch 
from manual to automatic mode at any time, 
depending on their requirements and the driving 
environment. 


The e-HDi 90 Airdream engine, with the ETG6, 
emits just 98 g/km with an impressive combined 
fuel consumption of 74.3mpg. However, the range’s 
most popular model, the e-HDi 115, can still 
manage 104g/km of C02 emissions (105g/km for 
the manual version) with a combined fuel 
economy of 70.6mpg. 

Also available is the new Euro 6 compliant 
BlueHDi engine fitted with Citroen’s innovative 
Selective Catalytic Reduction (SCR) system - 
which significantly reduces NOx emissions (by 90 
per cent), whilst also cutting C02 emissions. 

Performance from the e-HDi 115 is perfectly 
adequate, even with seven people on board. 
Refinement from this unit is impressive, too. A 
more powerful (but less refined) 2.0 litre diesel 
motor is quicker, but a less even power delivery 
means its real-world driveability isn’t as good as 
with the smaller engine. 

Petrol options are a 1.6 with 118bhp, or a 154bhp 
turbocharged version of the same engine. 


Overall refinement levels are good, with wind 
and road noise levels well suppressed, making the 
Grand C4 Picasso a relaxing cruiser. 

The Grand C4 Picasso’s pliant suspension 
results in a smooth, comfortable ride, although the 
payoff is a considerable amount of body roll 
through corners. Thankfully this doesn’t make the 
car feel unwieldy and there’s plenty of grip 
available. However, the light steering, which is 
such a boon around town, results in a rather 
remote feel on the open road. 

Unfortunately, changes from both the manual 
and semi-automatic gearboxes aren’t great: the 
manual’s shift is rather notchy, while the semi¬ 
automatic is jerky. Better the fully automatic. 

Step inside the Citroen and you’re immediately 
greeted by a spacious and airy feel and great 
visibility from the driver’s seat, thanks to an 
enormous windscreen and split-front A-pillars. 
Citroen has gone for a minimalist style in the 
cabin of the Grand C4 Picasso. The majority of 


functions and controls centre around a 12-inch 
touch-screen and centre console. 

The Picasso proves a comfortable companion, 
too, with plenty of head and leg room for all 
passengers. Impressively, there’s also good 
accessibility to the two rearmost seats, courtesy of 
a clever clamshell configuration system. Boot 
space impresses too, with 632 litres to 2,181 litres of 
space on offer, depending on how many of the rear 
seats are folded flat. 

All trim specifications get air-con, alloy wheels, 
Bluetooth and a USB socket, with VTR+ models 
getting a digital radio, dual-zone climate control, 
rear parking sensors and automatic lights and 
wipers. Moving up the range, Exclusive adds sat- 
nav and a rear camera. More luxurious Exclusive-i- 
trim adds a self-parking system, panoramic 
sunroof and automated tailgate. 

Verdict: Boasting stylish looks, the Citroen Grand 
C4 Picasso impresses with its practicality, space 
and running costs.

A NEW generation of PE teachers 
will be needed to inspire the next 
wave of young rugby players at 
Harlow. 

With the club on the verge of 
moving from the Elizabeth Way 
complex which has been its home 
for 60 years to a purpose-built 
state-of-the-art facility at Latton 
Farm, Rams president Alan Price 
is hopeful it can kick start a new 
revolution in the 15-man game. 

Harlow last hit the heights in 
the late 1990s, playing in London 
Division One, but now there are 
half the teams playing at the town 
club than there were back in the 
halcyon days of the 1970s and 
’80s. 

Price knows the teaching influ¬ 
ence has declined dramatically. 
“Your eight schools in Harlow has 
now become five. The PE teachers 
are not PE trained but sports sci¬ 
ence trained. I don’t think there 
are any PE teachers in Harlow 
that could say they are rugby spe¬ 
cialised,” he bemoaned. 

He explained: “We were pas¬ 
sionate about rugby, not only did 
we teach it day in and day out, but 
we encouraged players to come 
down the club to get in the age 
groups, 13s, 14s, 15, 16s, 17s, 18s, 
and of course up to senior. 

“That’s when we had a huge 
influx of juniors coming down 
and those juniors turned into 
really good colts teams, because of 
the coaching they had at school, 
and the coaching they were get¬ 
ting at the club. 

Inspiring 

“By the 1980s they had worked 
their way through to the first 
team, and that’s when the first 
team started winning the Eastern 
Counties Cup. They were coached 
[at the club] by two Welsh boys as 
well [Ray Harriss and Marcus 
Russell].” 

Price knows the key role teach¬ 
ers can play in inspiring young¬ 
sters from his own experience. 

“These teachers would have 
been connected with different 
sports clubs, hockey, cricket, 
swimming, tennis, football. They 
would have all been involved in 
the local community, so they 
would have been spreading their 
gospel through the community 
club,” he said. 

“Nowadays that speciality 
might be table tennis or fencing, 
I’m not decrying that, but it 
doesn’t encourage the boys to go 
down the local football or rugby 
club. It takes a teacher and a 
person with a passion for that 
sport to carry it into the com¬ 
munity.” 

When Harlow move to their 
new ground they want to appoint 
a full-time schools liaison officer 
to recruit more children into the 
rugby club, specifically 12- to 18- 
year-olds. 

“Why is it not just Harlow, or 
Essex, or England or Wales, why 
is there a demise of rugby? 


There’s a World Cup coming up. 
Braintree have just pulled out of 
the division above us. 

“You can’t get enough players 
training. So going from seven 
senior teams, to two senior teams. 


Sometimes our second team is a 
bit shaky. You could make a case 
that it’s because there are no 
longer Welsh teachers in school in 
Harlow. 

“There’s not enough rugby 


teaching in schools and the only 
way a club like ours can stop this 
downward spiral is by getting a 
Harlow brand. 

“An expert said it won’t be long 
before everyone is wearing a 


of new era 


scrum cap in rugby. But who is 
going to pay for this?” 

Price says although the club is 
thriving at mini level, it struggles 
to recruit beyond the age of 12. 

He would rather take foot¬ 
ballers at 16 and is adamant he 
can turn them into excellent 
rugby players. 

“The minis at Harlow is huge. 
It’s 100 strong. Therein lies the 
problem. Give me the kid at 16 and 
I can give you a rugby player. 
Football is about working off the 
ball and rugby is about looking on 
the ball. You don’t get the peri¬ 
phery vision. 

“You would have players like 
[Ireland international] Dave Sex¬ 
ton thinking ‘where can I kick 
this ball?’ 

“We are so successful at minis 
rugby so by 12 or 13 they are jaded, 
they have had enough. That’s why 
they give up rugby. Rugby has to 
do something about this. 

“We keep the kids off the 
streets. There’s so many of these 
kids that have come from broken 
homes. We have been their home. 
Some kids go off the rails and we 
teach them discipline on and off 
the field. 

“Why is rugby on a downward 
slope? I think it’s because kids 
have Saturday jobs, we want to 
blood them at first team level but 
we can’t because they are work¬ 
ing. Kids have got to support 
themselves through university. 

“We want to get these juniors 
and develop them into senior 
players. 

Halcyon days 

“If you have a kid and you want 
him to do well at rugby, let him 
come to rugby at 16. 

“Let him do basketball, or 
whatever before, or soccer, pick 
up skills from other sports. Rugby 
is so technical. 

“But give me a football player at 
16 and I’ll make him a rugby 
player at 18, usually a back. 

“What we have to do is get back 
to the halcyon days, and we have 
to be really focused on the com¬ 
munity. All we see is burn out. 

“We have to go out to the com¬ 
munity - the schools - and we 
have to get rugby played within 
the schools. 

“I can’t see us changing it. It’s 
for headteachers to change and 
the Government to change. Let’s 
teach them about being fit and it’s 
not just about rugby. 

“The youngsters at our club are 
not now getting the expert coach¬ 
ing they used to get in schools. 

“What we are getting is a gen¬ 
eration of players coming 
through, keeping them on the 
straight and narrow. 

“Yes they are getting good 
rugby coaching, but could they be 
getting better? And without teach¬ 
ers doing that, they only have paid 
rugby coaches [at the club] doing 
that. 

“These colleges are turning out 
sports scientists. We can use 
these. We have to stop the decline. 
It’s not terminal at the moment.”

ALAN PRICE would often be 
dragged off a school rugby pitch 
on a Saturday after refereeing or 
coaching Mark Hall School 
youngsters in the early 1970s - and 
told by Ranis’ first team stalwart 
John Hurley ‘get your gear, you’re 
playing for us now’. 

The 64-year-old, now the Har¬ 
low Rugby Club president, has 
taught at the First Avenue sec¬ 
ondary for more than 40 years. 

Reflecting on the magical time 
in the 1970s when Harlow Rugby 
Club was almost turned into a

mini Cardiff, Price recalls being 
summoned to play scrum-half for 
the first team at Elizabeth Way. 

“If you were Welsh you were 
sought out by people from back 
home and ascertained as to how 
good you were,” he joked. 

One of the founding fathers of 
the Welsh influence at Harlow 
was former president Hurley. 

Massive influence 

Price recalls the massive influ¬ 
ence Hurley, a proud Welshman 
and an architect rather than a 
teacher, had on the club from 
when he became involved in the 
1960s. 

Price said: “Every Saturday 
morning was rugby, rugby, rugby 
[coaching Mark Hall matches]. I 
didn’t have much time for playing 
but John Hurley would eventually 
turn up at school and when I was 
trying to get changed after ref¬ 
ereeing a rugby game, he would 
get me in his car and say ‘you’re 
playing for Harlow today’. 

“I was 21 then. By Christmas 
time of 19721 was playing [for the 
club], and by February 19731 was 
playing for the Harlow first 
team. 

“By 1973 it was a home from 
home for me, I had all my mates 
from Cardiff. We put a [Harlow 
Rugby Club] first team out [in 
1973], and out of 15 ten would be 
from Cardiff in those days. How 
that affected your normal Harlow 
player, born and bred in Harlow, I 
don’t know because I can't put 
that shoe on.” 


It didn’t take long for the Welsh 
red to infiltrate the club’s tra¬ 
ditional colours of green and 
white. 

Price recalled: “John Hurley 
finished playing when I got here, 
but he was a passionate Welsh¬ 
man. He tried to change it to red in 
the late ’60s. He got away with red 
socks to start with. Then he 
changed it from white and green 
to green. I became involved and 
we did have red shirts, so by 1972 
they were red. 

“Then there was a move away 
and they said ‘come on we’ve got 
to go back’. And so they started to 
go back to green. The first thing I 
did when I became captain for the 
first time in 1974, the green shirt 
went with red shorts and red 
socks, then within two years we 
went back to all red. We changed it 
all round. 

“It was the Welsh influence try¬ 
ing to get red into it. It was prob¬ 
ably John Hurley that started it 
and I carried it on.” 

The 1970s was a home from 
home for Price, joined by 20 
Welshmen who thrived at the 
schools in Harlow. 

Reflecting, Price said: “Why did 
I come to Harlow? And why did so 
many people follow me from 
Wales? Harlow was a new town. It 
was offering good jobs. It was the 
Harlow Corporation, which was 
its own teaching authority. 

“At that time there were eight 
secondary schools in Harlow. 
Each one of them had six per¬ 


manent PE staff. Of those 24 PE 
teachers in Harlow, eight were 
from Cardiff. 

“I was surprised to find a rugby 
club in such a football-orientated 
town. It had been established 
from a lot of incomers, whether 
they came from Scotland, Ireland 
or down in Wales. 

“They came to the new towns. 
Probably worked in middle-man¬ 
agement, they all had good jobs, 
and they started the rugby club off 
in 1955. By the time I got there it 
was fairly well established. 

“Cardiff was the big teaching 
college. Because the guy in charge 
of education in Essex [at the time], 
Gwynne Harries, was Cardiff- 
trained, he used to get the teach¬ 
ers from Cardiff. 

Passionate 

“I had three schools to choose 
from in Essex, but I choose Mark 
Hall. It was an excellent choice. I 
followed in the line as there were 
two Cardiff men already there. 

“In 1975 there were 24 PE teach¬ 
ers in Harlow and 21 were from 
Cardiff. We all knew each other 
and not only that - we were all 
passionate about rugby. 

“There weren’t any leagues 
then but it wasn’t any less 
friendly. There were some won¬ 
derful players there when I got 
there [to Harlow Rugby Club]. 
They bought into our plan, which 
was ‘let’s play the Welsh way’. 

“Then there was the advent of 
the leagues. Wonderful times, the 


team was coached by Ray Harriss 
and Marcus Russell. Both Welsh 
boys. 

“Ray was teaching at Latton 
Bush, and Marcus, who was not a 
PE teacher, he actually taught eco¬ 
nomics [at Stewards School], but 
he was Welsh, from Ebbw Vale. 

“So they got together and star¬ 
ted on the master plan which was 
to get these colts, who had been 
magnificent, into the senior team 
[around 1983]. 

“It worked. Then you had the 
combination of youth and exper¬ 
ience. 

“John Hurley was [at Harlow 
Rugby Club] before me, he was ex¬ 
president, Colin Jenkins, he was 
first team captain and Dilwyn 
Thomas, these three were the stal¬ 
warts at the club before I came. So 
there was always a Welsh influ¬ 
ence. 

“This would have been from 
1970. Don Harrigan and Dai 
Evans, both Cardiff-trained and 
they were at Mark Hall.” 

Price, who captained the Rams 
in 1976, 1977 and 1980, finished 
playing in about 1986 and then 
started refereeing in 1988. 

“When we were at our best with 
these colts coming up, we played 
in London Division One, and we 
still hold the record for staying in 
the same division for 13 consec¬ 
utive seasons. We had to work our 
way up from Eastern Counties 
One, because the powers that be 
had to make a judgement [on 
which division Harlow could play 


in]. Once we got there [to London 
One] we stayed there for 13 
years. “ 

Price also had a formidable 
reputation with officials. 

He explained: “Both myself and 
John Davies had a reputation for 
being good with the referee, basic¬ 
ally leading him along. There was 
a story that anybody who was 
coming up in the London society 
of referees would always told ‘well 
you need to go to Harlow, because 
if you can shut John Davies up 
playing at scrum-half you are on 
your way. And if Alan Price is 
playing scrum-half shut him up 
and if you can do that we’ll give 
you a promotion’. 

“So this one guy came up and he 
was told the story if you can shut 
Davies up or Price then you’ll be 
ready for promotion. He got to 
Harlow and he couldn’t believe it - 
I was playing at scrum-half and 
John was playing at outside half. 
He said ‘how the bloody hell am I 
supposed to shut both of them up? 
It’s a double whammy’. They later 
said ‘how did you get on?’, ‘Great,’ 
he said, ‘I didn’t have to make a 
decision all afternoon except 
when those two disagreed’. 

“About eight years back I was 
invited up to Upper Clapton 
[Rugby Club] for a Saturday lunch 
and there were 42 men that I had 
taught rugby to, and they were 
there in my celebration. 

“It was a wonderful occasion. 
They were all reaching their 50th 
or 52nd birthdays.” 


THE Ryman North title took 
another twist as Harlow Town 
closed the gap on leaders 
Needham Market to two points. 

The Hawks managed to grind 
out a 2-1 victory away to 
Chatham Town, while Needham 
lost 1-0 at Heybridge Swifts. 

The Hawks secured three 
priceless points when they 
grabbed an 80th-minute winner 
from new signing Jamie Guy. 

But Harlow boss Danny 
Chapman is adamant the title 
race will go down to the wire. 

“I think there’s lot of twists 
and turns yet, whether that’s on 
our part or their [Needham’s] 
part. 

“There’s a big weekend 
coming up, two games in three 
days,” he said. “That [Easter] 
week always determines a lot for 
play-off teams and promotion 
teams.” 

Heybridge seem to be enjoying 
their role as kingmakers as they 
notched up a win to put the 
destiny of the championship 
back in the open. In February, 
Swifts ended Harlow’s proud 
unbeaten home record. 

If Harlow win their remaining 
five games - including their 
penultimate game of the season 
at Needham - they will win the 
title and avoid the lottery of the 
play-offs. 

Southend United centre-half 
Dan Matsuzaka, who had a 
successful spell at The Harlow 
Arena earlier in the season, was 
on the bench for Harlow having 
been re-signed on loan. 

Superb volley 

The visitors took the lead 
through Junior Dadson on 29 
minutes. Dave Cowley’s cross 
was flicked on by Guy and 
Dadson had the time to hit a 
superb volley past the Chatham 
keeper from inside the box. 

But the Kent side levelled after 
a mix-up in the Harlow penalty 
area saw a Keiron McCann shot 
loop over Hawks keeper Andy 
Walker and find its way into the 
net. 

After a tight second half, the 
visitors took the lead on 80 
minutes. 

Dadson headed the ball across 
the Chatham box and this found 
Guy, who nodded in his third 
goal in two games since signing 
from Witham Town. 

His header went over the 
Chatham keeper and nestled into 
the net. 

There were nervy scenes in 
the last ten minutes but Harlow 
held on for an important victory 
on a bobbly, difficult pitch. 

Chapman said: “I didn’t think 
we did well enough in the first 
half and we genuinely made poor 
decisions. 

“We went 1-0 up that was 
against the run of play, to be 
honest.” 

Dadson has now scored six 
goals in the last five games, 
while Guy has netted three in 
two games since signing. 

Chapman added: “That’s what 
they are paid to do. What I was 
most pleased about was the way 
we saw the game out at the end. 

It was a fantastic win.”

Big Cats’ title 
perfect gift for 
Youngblood 

ESSEX Leopards head coach 
Robert Youngblood was given the 
“perfect birthday present” after 
his side became English Basket¬ 
ball League champions on 
Sunday. 

The Leopards, who play half 
their home matches at Harlow’s 
Leisurezone, sealed the Division 
One title with one game remain¬ 
ing after an 84-72 win over Team 
Northumbria at the Brentwood 
Centre. 

And Youngblood, who turned 46 
on Tuesday, paid tribute to the 
team that topped the table for the 
first time since the 2011/12 sea¬ 
son. 

He said: “It is just the perfect 
birthday present. I am absolutely 
delighted with clinching the title 
and have been waiting three years 
to finally do it.

“The most important thing for 
me in basketball is the team. As I 
always say to my guys, there is no 
T in team. The best form of 
offence is the defence. 

Tribute 

“If you want to play an indi¬ 
vidual sport then you shouldn’t be 
playing basketball and the guys 
really work for each other.” 

Youngblood also paid tribute to 
the fans at both the Brentwood 
Leisure Centre and Harlow Leis¬ 
urezone - where the Leopards 
split their home games. 

“The fans at both venues have 
been absolutely fantastic,” he 
said. “On Sunday the atmosphere 
was incredible, the seats were 
completely full and people were 
standing everywhere to watch. 

“The victory is as much theirs 
as it is ours. 

“In the last quarter it was a 
four-point game and they gave us 
that extra energy that really took 
us to the win.” 

The Leopards start their post¬ 
season play-off campaign on April 
12 in Brentwood. “To win the play¬ 
offs would just be the icing on the 
cake,” he added. “We are just 
three games away from grabbing 
the double and capping off a fant¬ 
astic season.”

THE Welsh influence has 
remained strong for more than 
five decades at Harlow Rugby 
Club, so much so that some of the 
men from the principality man¬ 
aged to change the colours of the 
Rams kit. 

The club, which is 60 years old 
next December, also became 
known as ‘the Welsh team’ to 
opponents during the 1970s. 

In fact the dramatic impact of 
the Welsh school PE teachers in 
Harlow during this period - an 
incredible 21 from the 24 at eight 
secondaries in the town - meant 
the first team consisted of ten 
men, two-thirds, who had been 
trained at the then renowned 
Cardiff teacher training college. 

The teachers had a dramatic 
impact on the rugby club as their 
students were inspired to take up 
the sport, and a generation later 
those same children that were 
inspired by their mentors at 
school were playing in the first 
team as Harlow played the 15-man 
code at the highest level in their 
history during the 1970s. 

Inspiring youngsters 

Harlow Rugby Club president 
and proud Welshman Alan Price 
was one of the 21 PE teachers 
inspiring youngsters to drop their 
footballs and pick up a rugby ball. 
He was also one of the architects 
for introducing some Welsh red 
into the traditional colours of the 
town’s rugby club. 

Price (64), of Chapel Fields, has 
now worked at Mark Hall School 
for more than 40 years since being 
recruited way back in 1972. 

The president explained: “The 
first thing that got drummed into 
me when I came down to Harlow 
was that there was the biggest 
junior football league in Europe. 
So every Sunday, everyone was 
playing football. Year 7,8,9,10,11, 
12, probably playing football. 


“We gradually converted these 
kids to rugby. When I first came 
there were just two ‘rugby’ 
schools in Harlow - Mark Hall and 
Netteswell. When we started 
infiltrating these schools, that’s 
when we got them all into rugby. 

“Those halcyon days were prob¬ 
ably the best days at the club. But 
I think the product of those hal¬ 


cyon days, and the teachers’ pas¬ 
sion to get the [Harlow] kids 
through the colts and then into 
senior rugby was fantastic. 

“They had some golden years 
because the boys were going to 
school with the Welsh PE teach¬ 
ers. The colts were playing really 
good opposition, they moved to 
seniors and all of a sudden two 


Eastern Counties Cups for Har¬ 
low.” 

It didn’t take long for the Welsh 
influence at the rugby club to 
spread to the colours of the kit, the 
only shock perhaps was that the 
first XV didn’t run out with a huge 
dragon emblazoned across their 
shirts! 

Price, who skippered the first 


team three times in the 1970s and 
’80s, explained: “This was the hey¬ 
day of Welsh rugby, so everything 
knitted together and we became 
known as ‘the Welsh club’. 

“Gradually our colours 
changed from white and green to 
red. It was a wonderful time. It 
lasted until 1983 or 1984.”
